Oveiseers and Town Clerk, the Democrats 
electing W. Harry Smith as High Constable 
and Tax Collector. Smith got a lot of com- 
plimentary Republican voles, as did Mr. 
Yardley in the Second ward. Hugh B. 
Eastburn, Esq , is retuined to the School 
Board in the First, and J. Harrison Wilson 
to Town Council, both of them Republicans 
holding the offices named at the preseot time. 
Practically everything went Republican ei- 
cept the ward offices in the Second.

efeat them and their successors, and lo ao- 
ompliflh the overthrow of their political 
rinciples? It is frankly acknowledged that 
le incident cited in relation to Judge 
erki'91 appointments is not a parallel case 


with the public printing matter, for it would 
ae out of the question to take the lowest bid- 
;er as a tipstave, but it, certainly dernou- 
trates the truth of what has been said con- 
erning the inclination of all honorable men 
losseased of a sense of gratitude to pay their 
lebts, pecuniary and political, where no 
rrong is inflicted upon others, and certainly 
t is not reprehensible to pay a fair compen- 
aiioi' to publishers for their work. 


But to the man familiar with Ihe inside

Sena- 
or Quay -wanted Boies Penrose, now junior 
United Slates Senator, to be mayor.

lad ncqiiiesced in Quay's plan and it is said 
ic talked Penrose on the very eve of Ihe 
lominat ing convention. But on the day of 
he convention Martin threw his influence 
or Warwick and Warwick was consequent ly 
nominated for mayor. Senator Quay was 
n Washington. He was notified of the ac 
ion by wire. He was incensed at the breach 
of faith. 


There was a debate in the Senate that day 


ou the urgent deficiency, bill and Senator 
Quay arose during the progress of the debate 
and said various scathing things which re- 
flected directly upon the convention in Phil- 
adelphia, Hie men in that convention and 
the manners and customs thereof. 


He said: 
"Would it not be well instead 


of smothering the names and salaries of em- 
ployees of corporations under the income tax 
law, to compel the publication in such form 
that the list would be accessible to the pub- 
lic? A circumstance wh'ch happened with- 
in the last thirty-six hours has called my at- 
tention to Ihe probable importance of some- 
thing of this kind. 


'It happened that a gentleman who is very 


high in political position in the city of Phila- 
delphia, no less a personage than a national 
Republican cotnmitteemaa, in conversation 
with a distinguished member of the olher 
branch of the national Legislature, a judicial 
officer of the city of Philadelphia, and one of 
the leading, probably the leading member of 
the Pennsylvania State Senate, in giving as 
a reason why he could not preserve plighted 
faith and could not do what ought to be done 
in regard to an important nomination made 
there stated that he was under a heavy sal- 
aiy and had been under a heavy salary from

BOWE THAT ARE FAIRLY BRIMFUL OF 


ABSURDITY. 


Maxim* Often Quoted Hud at Time* 


Advanced a* Argrniuent •Which Have 
Neither 'Wit Nor Wlmlora to Cnra- 
IDrnd Them—Contrail Iciorr 8m.rtnf*. 
There in a mistaken notion abroad, 


na-yn a writer in London Tit-Bits, that 
proverbs are epitomes of wisdom, the 
com entrated experience of generations, 
nut! that to quote one of them in a dis- 
cretion is to advance an unanswerable 
argument. And yet what is there to 
recommend many of them beyond their 
jiriple? Take our familiar friend: 


Enrly to Bed and Early to Bise, Makes 


oMivn Healthy. Wealthy and Wine.— 
Obviously, the main idea was to find a 
word torbynio with "rise," and "wise" 
was the unfortunate word rhoson. And 
nov, trustful little Ixiys am persuaded 
to go to bed at nnreasonably early hours 
in the hope of becoming a sort of San- 
dow-Bothschild-Solomon, though we 
all )mow milkmen and market garden- 
ers who get np at 6 a. HI. and are nei- 
ther rich nor clever, and members of 
parliament who go to bed late and are, 
if not clever, at least not poor and in- 
firm. Since the invention of gas and 
electric light this ridiculous old proverb 
has outlived its original modicum of 
truth, and proves we must not venerate 
proi erbs on account of their hoary an- 
tiquity. 


The Early Bird Catches the Worm.— 


T!i< mistake made here is that it assumes 
we are all birds. But Home of ns are 
woi ins. If we were not, what would 
become of the birds? And, therefore, 
while the birds do well to be early, let 
the worms be late—the later the better. 


The Pitcher That Goes Oft to the Well 


Is Broken at Last. —Note, it does not say 
"is broken first," but "is broken at 
last " Of course, every pitcher, wheth- 
er it goes to the well or stays on the 
shelf, in broken at last, and the only re- 
imlt of this absurd proverb is to encour- 
age lazy folk to do as little work as poe- 
tdblii and unnecessarily keep out of 
harm's way. 
' If You Want a Thing Well Bone, Do 
It Yourself.—There's shocking bad ad- 
vic» with which to start a youth on 
life's journey. If he wants a button 
well sewed on, he's to do it himself; if 
he wants his hair well cut, he's to cut 
it himself. He must mend his own 
chairs, shoe his own nag, darn his own 
nocks. In short, from buying a horse to 
blacking his boots, he must do it him- 
self Poor fellow I 


A Contented Mind Is a' Continual 


Feast.—Can any one say what that 
means! Does it mean that the owner 
continually feasta on his contented mind 
or that the contented mind is contin- 
ually feasting? Probably the latter, ns 
we sometimes hear that "a hungry 
man's an angry man," and we all know 
that a satisfied appetite is the source of 
contentment. Hence it is not the con- 
tented mind which makes the feast, aa 
the silly proverb implies, bnt the con- 
tinual feast which produces the con- 
tented mind. 
'• There's No Rule Without an Excep- 
tion.—This is not only a proverb; it is 
ulso a rule. Bat obviously there is nc 
exception to this rule, because if there 
were a rule with an exception this 
proberb would be untrue. Bnt the prov- 
erb is a rule which has no exception, 
irhich, as Mr. Euclid would say, is ab- 
surd. Which was to be shown. 
I Where Ignorance Is Bliss, 'Tis Polly 
to Be Wise.—For oracular stupidity 
this proverb may be classed with the 
one about the pitcher. Granting it true, 
the difficulty is to know where igno- 
rance is bliss and of course the prov- 
erb gives no assistance where it is 
most needed. Most people quote it aa 
"ignoranceis bliss," in their blissful 
Ignorance, bnt if a proverb gives rise 
to error it is not only absurd; it is also 
dangerous. When people say— 
1 A Little Learning la a Dangerous 
Thing—They make that a reason not 
(or learning more, bnt for learning less. 


Love Me, Love My Dog.—If I go 


a-conrting, end my ladylov* bids me love 
ber scented, dyspeptic poodle, which is 
not necessary to her health jwd comfort, 
must I cot much more love her glass 
eye and false teeth and hair, which are? 
Set common sense revolts at the notion, 
and I therefore assume that a proverb 
Which, logically treated, makes such 
unreasonable demands on my affections 
ib wrong and absurd. 


Seeing Is Believing. —How can any re- 


fiecting person repeat these words? For 
very often we believe we see what real' 
ly wo do not. If a conjurer were to take 
this proverb sis his motto, every one 
would see its absurdity. A straight 
stick half submerged in water looks 
crooked. Fortunately, another proverb 
saye, "Trust not to appearances." And 
this bring us to the exquisite absurdity 
of popular proverbs which run in con- 
tradictory pairs and support both sides 
of an argument Thus one proverb says, 
"Look before you leap;" another, 
"Who hesitates is lost." Sometimes we 
hear that "Second thoughts are best;" 
•t other times that "Delays are danger- 
ous." 
The desperate man reliea on 


"Nothing venture, nothing have;" the 
cautious man on "Never venture out ol 
your depth till you can swim." The 
Impatient matrimonial candidate be- 
lieves that "Happy's the wooing that's 
not long a-doing;" the tardy one thai 
one may "Marry in haste and repent at 
leisure." And so on ad infmitum. "Ab- 
eence makes the heart grow fonder"— 
f'Outofsigl t, out of mind," "It'snever 
too late to mend"—"A fool at 40 wiH 
never be wise.'' "Too many cooks spot 
'the broth"—"There's safety in num- 
bers" and "Two heads are better than 
one."

MANY SECRET MINE&. 


follow Stone* Can Be Made to Look 


Like Oen» of the Flr.t Water. 
"There are tricks in every trade" has 


frown to be an adage, and this proverb 
lolds especially good with regard to the 
ewelry trade, which for "ways that 
are dark and tricks that are vain" fair- 
y takes the palm for roguery. 


Although a great deal of capital, time 
nd labor have been devoted to counter- 
'eiting the diamond, very little success 
ias been obtained from a fraudulent 
>oint oi view, as the diamond possesses 
ixtraordinary qualities of hardness 
and brilliancy, with which no imi- 
ation, tip to now, can attempt to vie. 
Paste1' of all kinds can be tested by 


means of a sharp steel file, which 
scratches its surface. 


A method of successful imposition 


with diamonds has, however, beeirdis- 
•overed, and the originator of this swin- 
dle actually defrauded the pawnbroker 
of London alone in one year of upward 
of $600,000. 


The general public, as well as jewel- 


ers, are aware that diamonds of a yel- 
owish tinge, or, as they are called in 
;he trade, "straws," are worth very lit- 
,le. 
Large stones of this color, even 


when weighing from 10 to 100 carats, 
are quite common and will only fetch 
n the market from $5 to $20 per carat, 
;he value, of course, increasing in ratio 
with weight. Diamonds of the same 
weight, if of the first water, or perfect- 
y colorless, would be worth from five 
:o ten times as much. 


The methods of the individual refer- 


red to were as follows: He purchased a 
quantity of "yellow" stones, and then 
>y a simple yet ingenious process suc- 
ceeded in imparting to them an evanes- 
;ent purity of color. This was done by 
procuring two ordinary glasses, a kettle 
of boiling water and a threepenny 
jacket of mauve dye. 


The "yellow" diamond, which was 


perhaps set in a gold ring or pin, was 
merely dipped in the glass containing 
the dye, and then in clean boiling wa- 
ter half a dozen times, and allowed to 
dry, 
when it presented all the appear- 


ance, oven to the eyo of an expert, of a 
magnificent stone of the first water. 


The next move was to place the ring 


on the finger, and the well dressed dia- 
mond dyer would sally forth, enter a 
pawnbioker'a and pledge the ring for at 
least three times its worth. Within 12 
hours, however, the effects of the dye 
would have disappeared, and the pawn- 
broker could only wonder what on 
earth was wrong with his eyes when he 
advanced so much money on such a yel- 
low stone. 


Fortunately, owing to the magnitude 


of thin individual's operations, the 
fraud was discovered, and now pawn- 
brokers, if they are suspicions of a dia- 
mond's color, immerse it in nitric acid, 
which destroys any dye that may be 
present without in any way injuring 
the stone.—London Mail. 


/"JACK AND HIS WILL. 


A Special Act of the BrltUh Parlia- 


ment Arrange* That Hatter. 


Jack has the proud distinction of 


having had an act of parliament passed 
for the express purpose of deciding the 
way in which he must make his will, 
BO that while all other Britons are 
lumped together in this matter under 
the wills act of 1888 sailors' testament- 
ary documents are made under the 
naval wills act of 1866. The most im- 
portant proviso of this act is that all 
wills made by sailors or marines must 
be witnessed and attested by the chap- 
lain or some other officer if they are 
actually made on board ship, and tLis 
is somuwhat curious. 


If a sailor likes to make his will on 


shore, any one can witness it for him, 
but on board ship the case in different. 
Needless to say they almost all to a 
man choose the latter course, as they 
know that things will be straighter for 
bearing an officer's signature. If, how- 
ever, supposing that the vessel was in 
action and a man was to be struck 
down who had not previously made a 
will, if he had totdo so before he died, 
even if it were not attested by an offi- 
cer, the admiralty has full power to 
act on the merits of the case and to die 
pense with that or any other formality 
that it was impossible to comply with. 
Another thing—a sailor shares with a 
soldier the privilege of when on active 
service being the only man who can 
dispense with a written will and make 
a verbal one. 


In former times any one could make 


his will verbally if he so desired, 
but this, as may be supposed, openec 
the door to no end of fraud, and it was 
consequently repealed in the 1888 act, 
except in the case mentioned above. 
On tho night before a ship or a regi 
ment goes into action there is no more 
pathetic sight than to see the men, 
young and old, laboriously writing theii 
wills in case tomorrow should be their 
last day in this world, and what with 
witnessing wills and making them on 
the forms issued by the authorities foi 
those who cannot write—and this class 
has now almost entirely disappeared 
from both the navy and the army—the 
officers have a very busy time.—Lou 
don Golden Penny. 


ENGLAND'S COAST STUDDED WITH 


THESE DEFENSES. 


Their locality, Approaches and Fir- 


ing Point* Are Mr*tcrle» That For- 
eiltn Spie* Have Often Tried, but 
Alftay* In Vain, to Solve. 


England has the most formidable 


navy in the world, but she does not 
rely upon it alone in the event of war 
to prevent a foreign force from landing 
upon her shores. London Tit-Bits, in 
an article on the secret coast defenses 
of Great Britain, says: 


In the ev ent of war no alien army 


could approach our shores without im- 
periling its navy by encountering our 
explosive mines, scores of which sur- 
round our coasts at all places likely to 
be selected for attack by a foreign foe 
The Thames is also carefully shielded 
by similar secret mines, one of these 
being in the vicinity of Blackwall. The 
precise locality of these mines is, how- 
ever, for obvious reasons, kept a dark 
and inscrutable mystery, and the ap- 
proaches to them are BO cleverly con- 
itructed and concealed that no one save 
an expert would suspect their real 
character. 
N An innocent looking cellar at the 
basement of a certain tradesman's shop 
is the entrance to one important mine, 
but even the tradesman himself is not 
aware that the government rents his 
cellar, nor dc es he ever surmise the true 
nature of the operations carried on 
therein. The mines are equipped with 
explosives of the most potent kind and 
admirably connected with the • secret 
chambers on shore by means of electric 
wires. 


Each mine is controlled by a button, 


over which are printed particulars re- 
lating to the location and character of 
the mine. This button is placed in the 
wall of the secret chamber and covered 
by a double door, securely locked, the 
outer door so closely resembling the 
wall of the chamber that no one but 
those in the secret could detect its pres- 
ence. The chambers are double locked 
and approached by passages protected 
in a similar manner. 


Every lock and key is specially made 


for the government and is unlike any 
other. Only a few of the very highest 
officials are allowed to use these keys, 
and they are solemnly sworn to preserve 
their secret rigidly. No persons apart 
from those especially empowered may 
inspect or visit any of the secret e)ram- 
bers at any time except by express 
written 
permit personally 
procured 


from a certain high official This is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to obtain, and in 
fact is rarely ever granted. 


Prior to such a permit being issued 


the officials assure themselves that the 
possessor of the document bears a 
blameless character, is British born and 
has no ulterior reasons for preferring 
his request. This settled, he is sworn 
to secrecy in the most solemn manner, 
blindfolded and conducted by a circuit- 
ous route to the secret chamber, where 
he is permitted to use his eyea, but not 
his tongue, no questions being answer- 
ed by the attending officials. 


Strange stories have been told of at- 


tempts made by foreign spies to pene- 
trate the privacy of these mysterious 
mines. 


A young' lieutenant in the navy, 


whose honorable character won the con- 
fidence of his superior officers some 
years since, was accorded the privilege 
of guarding one of these secret mines 
and intrusted with certain information 
concerning its character. 


Soon after his appointment he became 


engaged to a charming young French 
lady of whom he was desperately enam- 
ored. By some inexplicable means his 
fiancee got to hear of his appointment, 
and by alternate threats and persuasion 
induced him to take her to see the se- 
cret mine under his care. 


On the evening arranged, after ex- 


tracting a solemn vow of secrecy from 
his ladylove and getting her to don the 
dress of a naval officer for the occasion, 
he was about to set out on his secret 
mission when, to his surprise and 
alarm, he and his companion were ar- 
rested by detectives. In some mysterious 
manner the authorities had been en- 
lightened as to the proceedings on foot 
and were in time to stop them. 


For "breach of regulations" the 


young lieutenant was subsequently 
court martialed and reduced, while his 
charming companion, who proved to be 
a spy in the employ of the French gov- 
ernment, was conveyed back to her own 
country, with a caustic caution. 


On another occasion a German gen- 


tleman contrived to locate the entrance 
to one of the secret chambers and actu- 
ally hired a member of the Bill Sikes 
fraternity to aid him in negotiating the 
double locks one dark November night. 
But so splendidly fitted and fortified 
were these appliances both the visitors 
were doomed to disappointment 
Re- 


turning from the rendezvous, both the 
plotter and his accomplice were arrested 
and imprisoned.
